Asa Siiydnr & Compnny were allowed to
ronew tholr o.ontraot to complete the work
of enlarging the Second Market, by tho
Market Committee lust night.
At the last meeting of 'this committee

the body were disposed to cancel the
contract, whlclj called for a completion
of tho work by August 10th, and to gke
tho. .work out to another, and the City
Attorney's opinion was asked. That
opinion was given last night, nnd under It.
the committee felt justified lu cahcollhu;
tlio contract.
But Mr. Snyder, with his counsel, Mr.

Isaac Dlggs, was present. He gave rea¬
sons why he could not carry out tho con¬
tract at the specified time nnd stated
that It was duo to his Inability to get
material,
After a long discussion of the mutier

.In executive session, tho committee had
a motion before il to cam-el tlio contract,
hold Mr. Snyder responsible for nil losss
to the city In stall rent, etc., and to lot
to another bidder. .
Reforo this motion was put Mr. Snyder

It looked like a deadlock, when Mr.
Allen, In order to keep the case out of
court, and to get the work done as quick¬
ly as possible, and In view of the slalo¬
ment made by Mr. l'etera that the city»
loss was more than lltO. expressed a
willingness to change his vote. He voled
on the ?2.? proposition.
Mr. Huber. who wanted to snvo the city

from all loss, moviid to reconsider, and
on the motion made by Mr. Hurt tin lo
make the damages |150, the committee
voted unanimously.

GALVESTON AND BENYARD

The Cruiser and Dredge to Go to Nor¬
folk September 4th.

The cruiser Galveston will Boon be
towed to the Norfolk navy-yard to bo

completed. She will probably leave hero

on the morning oí the 4th ot September,
being towed down tho river by daylight.
The army drodge Bonyard will accom¬

pany,
Both are about half completed, and the

¦work .of finishing them will be done by
the "sTdlled workmen at the Norfolk yard
In short order. It is expected that the

vessel will be completed within a few

monlhs, and that the army dredge will bo

finished oven soony.
Thoso points will depend on whether or

not thero Is much general repair work to

bo· dono between the time the Galveston
nnd the Bonyard arrive and tho end of

tho year. From present Indications, the

repairs to the vessels of the North At¬

lantic fleet which are to go thore for over¬

hauling at the conclusion of the war game
on the New England coast will be com¬

pleted or well under way by the tlmo^tho
yard force is ready to start in on "Ihe
Galveston, In any event, there will be lit¬

tle, if any delay In completing the
cruiser.
The work will involve the expenditure

of nearly $200,000 extra at the yard during
the next few months. Meantime, the reg¬

ular establishment will bo busy with Its
ordinary jobs.
The work of dredging a channel to get

the Galveston Into tho river has been in

progress some time.'
